The $3 million Marrakech is requesting in funding would revive Marrakech's main office that
houses the administrative and program support functions that are essential to quality service
delivery. In doing so, the project will also address what some may consider to be a blighted
building. This project will not only impact the persons supported, their families and the many
employees who work in or frequent the building, but will also impact the community around it as
we improve the condition of the building. Therefore, more than 2,000 people will be positively
affected by this project.

Over the years, Marrakech has invested in and received grant funds for the dedicated programs
spaces we operate. But funding for the renovation on this building has not been available. As an
organization primarily funded through state contracts, contracts which have not received a COLA
on the business line items since 2007, we cannot do this project without some type of financial
assistance. The lack of funding for this project combined with the age and extensive use of the
property has resulted in what many may now consider blighted conditions. Renovating this
building will not only improve the community but will also improve the experience of the people
they support, their families, and the many employees who work in and frequent this building each
day.

The project has a Federal nexus because the funding provided is for purposes authorized by 42
U.S.C. 5305(a)(1).
